Havana, Sept. 27.—Tho government 
party W ednesday night abandoned its 
basic contention that it Is Impossible 
to treat for peace with armed rebels 
and 
proposed to 
negotiate with 
a 
committee 
of

opponents. 
It 
agreed to leave all disputed points to 
the final 
arbitration 
of Secretaries 
Taft and Bacon. Tile government first 
suggested that it would treat with the 
Liberals if they would lay down their 
arms. 
But tho American commission­ 
ers ruled this stipulation unfair and 
the Moderate representatives accepted 
this view. 
Secretary Taft was great­ 
ly pleased 
and made 
the following 
statem ent for publication Wednesday 
night: 
“My impression Is that we are much 
nearer a solution of the trouble to­ 
night than we were last night.” 
■ It was announced also that the nego­ 
tiations 
to bo opened 
between tho 
committees would 
be without refer­ 
ence to the term s previously proposed. 
The time and place for the first meet­ 
ing is to bo determined by Secretary 
Taft.

Speakers Condemn the United States 


Mediators. 
Havana, Sept. 27.—A meeting of the 
Moderate 
national 
assembly 
was 
hastily called Wednesday afternoon to 
liscuss whether some way cannot yet 
he devised to settle the present diffi­ 
culty without American intervention. 
The m eeting was held at the resi­ 
dence of Senor Dolz, president of tho 
senate. 
More than sixty persons were 
present. 
They includ‘d 
Vice Presi­ 
dent Mendez Capote, nearly all the 
members of the cabinet, many leading 
senators and representatives and sev­ 
eral officers of the rural guard. 
No 
sooner 
had the 
meeting 
as­ 
sembled than the pent-up indignation 
against the American peace commis­ 
sioners broke forth. 
Several men be­ 
gan in loud voices and at the same 
lime to condemn Secretary 
of W ar 
Taft and Acting Secretary of State Ra­ 
to n,_ who were declared to have shown 


partiality towards the rebels and dis­ 
crimination against 
the Moderates. 
The speakers shouted their denuncia­ 
tions and hotly insisted that the Mod­ 
erate party should appeal to tho world 
for 
protection 
ag bust the 
United 
states. 
It was declared that the government 
forces should light to the (baith rather 
than submit to terms Insisted upon by 
tile rebels and one speaker depicted 
he horrors of rn pro domination, which 
would result, he said, from the th reat­ 
ened 
Liberal 
ascendancy 
brought 
tbout with tho alleged assistance of 
die United States. 
One of the most 
radical asserted 
that the 
government has 
plenty of 
dynamite In Havana, which would bo 
usi I to precipitate the international 
complications that 
accrue from tho 
destruction of foreign property. 
Sev­ 
eral prominent men said that by using 
dynamite they could bring about in- 
lervrntlon by Germany, or perhaps by 
Great Britain, while others declared 
that they knew that the foreign diplo­ 
mats hero would favor such a course, 
and It was argued that the destruc­ 
tion of the German bank and the dam ­ 
aging 
of English railroad 
property 
would soon result in European inter­ 
vention. 
Certain American properties 
were specifically mentioned as conven­ 
ient for such attacks. 
Several speak­ 
ers even said that they would prefer 
Germany or Great Britain in Cuba to 
the United States. 


Settled 
Down to Easiness. 


Tills talk subsided after an hour and 
a half and the meeting settled down to 
consider whether it Is possible to re­ 
open the negotiations with the peace 
commissioners. 
T ad one point upon 
which the meeting 
was unanimous 
was that tho cardinal conditions of the 
reopening of negotiations 
should be 
that the 
Moderates Insist 
that the 
commissioners require the rebels to 
lay down their arm s before proceed­ 
ing to negotiate. 
After a brief con­ 
sideration in which no difference of 
opinion was shown, it was agreed that 
Acting Secretary of the Interior Mon­ 
talvo should visit the American com­ 
missioners and acquaint them with 
the party’s insistence 
on this condi­ 
tion. 
Senor Montalvo therefore proceeded 
to the American legation and subm it­ 
ted this condition to Messrs. Taft and 
Baron, adding that if the proposition 
was not acceptable to them, the gov­ 
ernment 
forces would refuse 
to lay 
down their arm s or deliver them eith­ 
er to the rebels or to the commission­ 
ers. 
He reminded Secretary Taft that 
the commission came to Cuba simply 
as m ediators for the 
pacification of 
the island and that the steps taken to 
this end by the commissioners should 
be hounded by the provisions of the 
Cuban constitution. 
The 
resolution 
proposed by the commissioners, Senor 
Montalvo asserted, were conducive not. 
mace, but to war, as such solution 
offered Incentive to further revolutions 
as a result of the victory the revolu­ 
tionists would obtain through the ac­ 
tion 
of the 
commissioners. 
Senor 
Montalvo concluded with those words: 
“Only on a basis of law and justice 
can the Moderates continue treating 
for peace.” 


Presented a Proposition. 


In the meanwhile Senor Dolz had 
been sent for by Secretary Taft. 
He 
appeared at the American legation and 
made the following 
proposition, re­ 
questing the opinion 
of the commis­ 
sioners thereon: 
“That both sides appoint commit­ 
tees of six to treat for peace, but as 
a prior condition the rebels lay down 
their arm s.” 
Secretary Taft approved of this with 
the exception 
that it was 
unfair to 
make the rebels lay down their arms 
before tile acceptance by both parties 
of a formal agreement to abide by the 
term s of the utlimate decision. Senor 
Dolz returned to the assembly and re­ 
ported the result of Ids efforts. 
Aft et the conference the assembly 
held a hasty meeting, discussed the 
views of Secretaries Taft and Bacon. 
The assemly precipitately withdrew 
from the contention that the rebels 
must disarm and resolved to notify 
c o etal y 
Taft that they 
would ap 
Dint a committee 
of six to meet a 
similar committee from the Liberals to 
n 'gotlate term s of peace, leaving the 
eoints on which no agreem ent could be 
readied 
to 
the arbitration 
of 
ti ? 
American commissioners. 
Tho asse. i 
blv directed that Secretary Taft ie 
requested to notify 
the Liberals of 
this airangem ent and to arrange for 
the appointm ent of a similar commit 
tee by the rebels and to fix a time and 
place for the meeting. 
It is believed thai at the extraor­ 
dinary session 
of the 
assembly on 
Friday, that. the resignation of Pre ; 
dent Palma will be tabled pending ti 
outcome of tho negotiations with the 
re’ els. which might obviate the nee - 
affy of his leaving office.

Chicago, 
Sept.. 27.—Paul 
O. Rtens- 
land, to whose solf-confessed embezzle­ 
ment of $400,000 was due chiefly the 
collapse 
of the 
Milwaukee 
Avenue 
State bank, was given an Indetermi­ 
nate sentence in tho penitentiary with­ 
in three hours after his arrival in Chi­ 
cago W ednesday from the E ast a n i 
before another three hours had elapsed 
he had begun service of the sentence 
at 
Joliet. 
Stensland pleaded guilty 
on two indictments, one charging em ­ 
bezzlement and the 
other charging 
violation of the state banking laws. A 
fine of $120 was imposed on tho latter 
charge, which was based upon the ac­ 
ceptance of $60 in deposits after tho 
bank was insolvent. 
The sentences, 
which will operate concurrently, are 
from one to five and one to ten years, 
making the longest term the prisoner 
will be com; elled to serve not more 
than ten years. 
StenslandV arrival was awaited by 
a crowd of several 
hundred persons 
who watched for the Twentieth Cen­ 
tury limited, ca which 
the prisoner 
and his captors were passengers. 
To reach the cabs which were to 
convey the I ii tv to the criminal court | 
building, It was necessary to wait for

Made a Full Confession. 


"What Stensland made known to the 
state’s 
attorney 
was not 
divulged. 
After the conference Mr. Healy said: 
“Stensland made a full confession 
of everything connected with the af­ 
fairs of the bank. 
He has told us of 
hts own acts and of the acts of others. 
What he has revealed makes tho bank 
affairs less dark for himself.” 
The court 
proceedings which 
fol­ 
lowed were 
conducted hurriedly. 
Si­ 
lence fell over the courtroom as Stens- 
land faced 
the bar. 
His form 
was 
shaken with emotion 
and he kept a 
handkerchief 
in his 
hand and 
fre­ 
quently brushed away the tears that. 
sprang rn hir 
pres - Judrrr K'-r 
before 
whom the proceedings 
were 
conducted, 
addressed the 
prisoner, 
whom he had known for many years 
as a citizen and 
business man. 
He 
reviewed the case briefly and asked if 
Stensland had any defense to offer. 
Upon receiving a negative reply the 
court passed 
sentence and 
without 
further 
cerem ony 
Sten-lnnd, 
the 
deputy sheriffs and the state’s attor­ 
ney filed out of the courtroom 
Stens­ 
land was unaccompanied I v friends or 
attorney during the entire procedure. 
Stensland was joined by ais dam li­
